Cleveland, Aug. 8a —Rioting and di* 
order broke out last night in oonnectiozi 
with the strike on the lines of the Big 
Consolidated street railway and four 
cars were nearly demolished while the 
crews were compelled to flee for their 
lives. 
It was only after ta_.ermined ef­ 
forts on the part of 80 polioa, under 
Captain Bradley, that order was finally 
restored. 
The first rioting of tho even­ 
ing occurred on Central avenue near 
tho Cleveland and Pittsburg railroad 
crossing, where an east bo and car had 
jumped from the track at the derailing 
switch. 
It was about 6 o’clock and 
workingmen were returning homy from 
the factories and mills in the vicinity. 
A mob of several hundred people soon 
gufhered and the lawless element began 
to stone the ear and crew.

1 he mot or men and conductors were 
pulled from the car aud only succeeded 
in escaping after pacing through a 
gauntlet of rocks and stonea 
The crew of the first car fared as bad 
and c*\ eti worse, the inotorman being 
b«t'Ly injured. 
A westbound car was 
I»!«) stopped at the crossing and the 
crew was nearly mobbed by the now 
frantic crowd. 
Tho front and rear ves­ 
tibules of all the cars were utterly de­ 
molished, while every window 
was 
broken. 
They presented a dilapidated 
apjn-arauce when taken to the barns by 
the wrecking crew. 
Later iu the evening a mob of about 
( 3,000 people gathered at the corner of 
Central and Lincoln avenues, which is 
a residence portion of the city.
